Progress over 
Syria seen only 
‘after oil talks

Progress may be expected on the 


top-level inter-Arab consultations 
that will precede it.

following the American diplomatic 
efforts to break the Israel-Syria 
tmpesse over the PoW's, which ts 
preventing substantive disengape- 
Taent talks. 

Syria will only adopt its final 
position on the various American 
formulas designed to soive the ἐπὶ. 
passe after this week's top-level 
consultations. 

Washington is hoping that both 
the more moderate Arab leaders 
and the Soviet Union will urge 
Syria to accede to Israel's PoW 
demands. As reported yesterday by 
The Jerusalem Post's Washington 
correspondent Ira Sliverman, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Gromyko promised 
that Russia would intervene in Da- 
mascus on the PoW question. Dr. 
Kissinger informed Israel's Ambas- 
sador Simcha Dinitz of the Soviet 
undertaking — and Foreign Minis- 
ter Abba Eban presented Dinitz’s 
report to the Cabinet yesterday. 

In an unusual step, the Cabinet 
ineluded this report of the Soviet 
intent in its official communique. 
As a rule the content of diplomatic 
conversation is not released for 
publication, but sources close to 
Mr. Eban explained that the Cabi- 
net resolve to publish was to be 
geen in the light of the extreme 
public anxiety and sensitivity over 
the PoW issue. Officials in Jerusa- 
lem beHeve that recent press re- 
ports that the Government 
head weakened its position on the 
PoWs have needlessly agitated the 
public — and the PoWs’ families 
— stl more.
